A SENSATIONAL PETITION. 


JOHN GALLAGHER WANTS A DIVORCE—HE 

SAYS HE WAS MARRIED WHILE UNDER 
THE INFLUENCE OF LIQUOR, 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 21,—[Special.]|—A 
sensational! petition for divorce. was filed here 
this morning by Mr. John Gallagher, a well- 
known young man, who asks to be separated 
from bis wife, a woman of 45, to whom he 
was married last month.

“FIGHTIN G FRAUDS 


in This Work—The Count at 
| Cincinnati. ? 


Democrats Coolly Ignore the Indignant 
Protests Until Enjoined by 
Court. 


The Figures: Thus Far Obtained—Promi- 
nent Bourbon Officials Peing Impli- 
cated at Columbus. 


Cryctsnatr, O., Oct. 21,—{Special.]|—The 
Official count of the vote in the city was con- 
cluded at 6 p. m. this evening, but it will be 
late tonight when the country precincts are 


completed. In the city precincts the Demo- 


crats have made heavy gains in several wards, 
the vote being largely in excess of the regis- 
tration. All ot these were protested and will 
have to be carried into court. In the first 
eighteen wards of the city, which bad been 
compieted at 11 o’clock last night, some very 
interesting deductions may be figured. For 
instance, Hoadly’s vote in these wards is 
£0,016, while Foraker’s vote is also 20,016. 
But Kennedy, the Republican candidate for 
Lieutenant-Governor, was considerably ahead 
of Foraker. 

In speaking of the legislative ticket Gov. 
Noyes said this morning: The Republicans 
will elect the entire Representative ticket and 
one Senator—Kichardson. The highest vote 
for a Republican Senator—that which was cast 
for Richardson—wipes out 287 of Hoadly's 
majority over Foraker. Now, if Hoadly’s ma- 
jority in the county is 360, as reported in the 
newspapers, and it will hardly run bey ond that, 
Richardson bas but seventy-three votes yet to 
gain, and he will be even with Brashears, the 
candidate with the lowest vote on the Demo- 
cratic Senatorial ticket. So, you see, it will be 
impossible to defeat Richardson. As to the 
rest of the Senatorial ticket, the result is ex- 
tremely doubtful,” 

And the Representative ticket?“ 

It will be Republican throughout, with the 
exception of Harlan, according to my esti- 
mates. This is the way I figure’ it leaving 
out Harlan: The lowest Republican candidate 


for Representative against the highest Demo- 


cratic candidate for Representative needs but 
to gain 81 votes in order to wipe out the Huad- 
ly majority of 360. That is the lowest Repub- 
lican candidate, mind you. Now, Bader, who 
is the highest Republican candidate for Repre- 
senative, has 20,326 votes. This, you see, being 
309 majarity over the highest Democrat, al- 
ready wipes out the estimated Hoadly major- 
ity of 360 in the county and gives 9 votes to 
spare. There is no danger about the Repub- 
lican Representative ticket. Every man on it 
except Col. Harlan will have a good majority.“ 
A REPUBLICAN PROTEST. 

When Precinct D of the Nineteenth Ward 
was reached Gov. Noyes arose in his place and 
said: **On behalf of the candidates I represent 
I wish to enter a protest against recdrdtng Pre- 
cinct D of the Nineteenth Ward.“

‘IT have another objection against counting

ed in the precinct is 454, while the entire num- 
ber accredited to the candidates is but 351, 
showing that more than 100 votes which were 
castin that precinct were utterly ignored— 
thrown out—and no attention paid to them. 

Dalton merely smiled, as he repeated, * Let 
the protest be entered.” 

Another very significant fact in connection 
with the vote of this precinct is that the Dem- 
ocratic candidates for Governor and Lieu- 
tenant-Governor and for the Legislature 
received the same number of votes 
—234, while every Republican candidate 
for the same offices received the same 
number of votes—61. Such a peculiar state of 
affairs directly proves that the ballot-box has 
been tampered with. It is at least a strange 
coincidence that has not its like in any othor 
precinct of the city. This Nineteenth Ward 
has acted very surprisingly in many 
other particulars during this 
tion. The Democratic majority in 
the whole ward is 1,020. Last October it was 
612. The next discrepancy was found in Pre- 
cinct.A of the Twentieth Ward, where Foraker 
nad 111 votes accredited to him and only 100 
tallies. A note was taken of this fact, and it 
will be brought up when the other similar cases 
are investigated after the count has been con- 
cluded.

CLOSE FIGURES. 

As the count goes on it is evident that the 
small errors will have a great effect on the re- 
sult. It must be remembered that a change of 
but two votes in each of the 205 precincts in 
Hamilton County would change the newspaper 
majorities so as to elect the entire Democratic 
legislative ticket. And there are changes in 
nearly every ward. These changes seem for 
the moet part to help the Democratic ticket.

The 
Twepty-second street wagon arrived in a few 
moments, foliowed by that of the 
Grove Avenue Station.

He was removed to No. 1421 Wabash 
avenue and attended by Dr. Harvey Bates, and 
later was taken to his home, No. 5201 State 
street. Had the accident happened a day or 
so earlier or at any time in the evening the 
loss of life would have been much greater. 
The lower part of the cottage was occupied by 
Mrs. Diana Kimball. her eon Duane and his wife, 
her son Austin and her daughter’ Fanny.

Atter the dead and wounded were removed 
one looked to see what of the household goods 
were undestro As for the cottage it was 
an entire . Thereof had pitched over 
on an adjacent shed, the floors were broke 
and the walls ititeraily crushed. Pieces o 
broken furniture, fragments of dishes, scraps 
of books and pictures were scattered about in 
every direction. In one corner was a shapeiess. 
wreck of a piano and near by what had once been 
a stove. s police wandered about pileking 
up stray bits of clothing and knics-knacks, but 
itis safe to say that little of value has been 
saved. The tenants of the cottage will lose 
over $500, and $100 worth of tools used by the 
workmen are buried somewhere out of sight.

sews from Cuba, received by the officers of the 
Cuban Junta, is the murder by the Spanish 
Government of one of the followers of Gen. 
Limbano Sanchez. His name was Donato Ver- 
gez, a mulatto well known in this city by the 
Cuban colony, having resided here for seven 
years. Vergez was wounded and captured by 
the Spanish troops, and, after having been 
taken to Baracoa, be was shot on the public 
road, without even the formality of a court- 
martial or anythmg to cover the law. 
Spaniards acted thus, it is said, because they 
knew that great efforts would be made by the 
Citizens to save the prisoner, and thus avoid 
more bloodshed. 

The latest victims of the Spaniaras were two 
young Cubans, well known in this city and 
Philadelphia—Capt. Juan Soto Saicedo and 


Lieut. Pedro Duque Estrada. Salcedo was a 


Freemason, a member of Fraternity Lodge of 
this city. He edited bere a Masonic journal 
called La Escuadra, and was known under the 
nomde plume of Asto Juno. Hewas very 
popular among the Cubans and others who 
knew him, and was one of the survivors of the 
Virginius affair, when Col. Ryan was sac- 
with . fifty-two otners, at Santiago 
de Cuba, Afterward, as a follower of 
Gen. Garcia, in 1880, he was captured and sen- 
tenced to prison for life, but eseaped a year 
ago and reached New York in July aud joined 
at once the expedition under Gen. Sanchez. 
Francisco Varona Fornet, Secretary of the 
Independence Club of this city, and nephew of 
the wife of the Captain-General of Cuba, and 
very well known by the Cubans here, was 
captured, with three others, Aug. 20 last and 
sentenced to be shot any day when the Captain- 
General signed the death-warrant. Mr. Varona’s 
mother made strenuous efforts to save 
her son's life, and on a petition, signed by all 
the editors of the Havana newspapers, and tel- 
egraphed to King Alfonso, with a prayer for 
mercy, the Cuban deputies appeared before the 
King and used every endeavor to save Verona’s 
life. Alfonso commuted the sentence of the 
tour prisoners to life imprisonment. Besides 
Verona, the others are Julian Sumaquero, 
Teodoro Galan, and José Roman. They are all 
well known in this city, having lived here sey- 


eral years. 
A SALE OF SILKS. 

Buyers from all sections of the country were 
present this morning at the auction-rooms of 
Townsend & Montant, where the last great sale 
of siiks for the season was to take place. 
Among those present were representatives of 
Jordan, Marsb & Co., Shepard, Norwell & Co., 
and Hogg, Brown & Taylor, of Boston; J. V. 
Farweli & Co. and Marshall Field & Co. of Chi- 
cago, Murphy, Grant & Co. of San Francisco, 
Sharpless & Sonsand Hood, Bonbright & Co. 
of Philadelphia. The sale included 3,000 pieces 
of silks and velvets and was made by order 
of Megroz, Portier, Grase & Co., the New York 
agents for the French manufacturers. The 
bidding was brisk, but the prices were low, 
and frequently Mr. Grase, who stood beside 
Auctioneer Montant, ordered lots passed, as the 
price offered was not .satisfactory. Lines of 
Belion’s black silk brought from 78 cents to 
$1.15, while black rhadames were sold for from 
70 to 80 cents. Merveilleux was eagerly bid 
for at 80 cents, and Tuapessier black setiu du- 
chesse realized from 82 cents to $1.66 per yard. 
Satines de Lyon went for pricés ranging from 
85 cents to $1.382%. Gros grain silks, the de- 
mand for which has fallen off,.went at low 
prices, lots realizing 47 to 55 cents. There was 
little disposition to purchase the stock of vel- 
yeta, and prices were low, from 62 
cents for the ordinary kind to $2.25 for the 
mantilia stuffs. The total amount of the sale 
was in the vicinity of $200,000, and it was con- 
sidered by the trades as satisfactory consider- 
ing the lateness of the season.

THE LATE COL.“ PRICE’S ESTATE. 

For many months during bis life and after 
his death the matrimonial escapade of Walter 
W. Price, a wealthy brewer, known as 
„Colonel by bis political friends in the Tweed 
ring days, occupied the time of the courts. 
Price was the husband of three women, who 
were all alive atonetime. From his first wife 
he procured a limited divorce. He married 
again, but in time became conscious that he 
had no right to marry. He procured from 
Judge Barnard a decree annuilmg the 
second marriage, but containing a clause 
permitting him to marry again. He took ad- 
vantage of this clause to contract a third mar- 
riage. With his third wife he lived about six 
yoars, and then sued to have their marriage 
annulled because his first wife was living. It 
was annulled from the beginning of the suit, 
but declared valid prior thereto for the pur- 
pose of legitimizing nis children. 

Price left an estate of about $1,000,000, most 
of which he bequeathed to his five children by 
his second wife. His third wife, Constance B. 
Price, sued his executors for money which she 
asserted he took from her for safekeeping md 
never returned. The case was tried before 
Judge Van Vorst in the Supreme Court, and 
the jury today rendered a verdict for $21,798.90 
in favor of Mrs. Price.

JUDGE SMITH AND THE CONVENTION. 

The resolutions passed by the Republican 
County Convention yesterday sufficiently ex- 
plain why Judge Smith was not presented as 

a candidate for reslection to the position on 
the bench which he has filled with such 
credit to himself and in which he has ren- 
dered such useful service to the public. No 
Judge in this county has ever given greater 


with a more exemplary or able rec- 
ord as a public officer than he will.

The convention; however, wnanimously 
resolved to regard Judge Smith as the law-

„t Mayor in consequence of illegal votes, 
‘‘ nerjured affidavits, and bogus returns. 
Recognizing him, therefore, as the actual | 
Mayor-elect, the convention thought it would 
weaken its position by nominating him again 
for the bench pending the present Mayoralty 
contest. It virtually said: ‘* Judge Smith 
„is the Mayor of the city. He has been 
‘elected by a large majority of the legal 
„votes cast. The person who temporarily 
‘+ occupies his place is a usurper. . If we put 
„Judge Smith anywhere, we will put him in 
„ the place to which he is elected.” The 
position taken by the convention will 
be a disappointment to a great many 
of our citizens, who would like to have 
seen the Judge returned to his place 
and occupying his seat until he was counted 


in the convention, however, who might have 
thought it would weaken his position in the 
contest or embarrass the party in conducting 
it, and that it would be better for bim not to 
take any office while waiting for the courts 
to do him justice by counting the vote and 
rectifying false returns. 

This position at least will infuse new vigor 
into the contest, and it pledges the party to 
its vigorous. prosecution as long as a single 
day of the unexpired term of Judge Smith 
as Mayor remains to be served.”

CENTRES OF SPECULATION AND IN- 
VESTMENT., 

The Chicago Stock Exchange recently 
made an effort to increase its speculative 
transactions by moving to a room in the 
Board of Trade Building, but after a few 
days of artificial activity its trade has fallen 
back into the old rut; and unless there is 
some gain in the transactions soon the public 
will vote the experiment a flat failure. Ar- 
rangements were made before the removal 
took place for the transfer of stock in this 
city, deliveries in small lots, etc., and a num- 
ber of persons whose support was desirable 
promised te be represented on the floor dur- 
ing trading hours, The banks were ready 
to lend on stocks and bonds, and 
the local brokers were more than will- 
ing to execute orders. Indeed, all the 
machinery necessary to a stock exchange was 
there, but the business did not make its ap- 
pearance. It was clearly a movement against 
the natural course of affairs. It is easy 
enough to get a lot of men together to give 
such an enterprise a start, but they will not 


interest todo so, Chicago people who op- 
erate in securities found that they could 
make and lose money faster elsewhere. A 
broker who can buy or sell on the New York 
Exchange a hundred shares of stock in a 
minute or two by giving an order to his tele- 
graph operator will not consume ten min- 
utes or run the risk of failing to make the 
trade by going to a local exchange. It is easy 
enough to say that if all the Chicago specu- 
lators and brokers would patronize a 
local institution there would be plenty of 
activity. The trouble is that they will not 
patronize it. Brokerage offices have been 
established in this city the expenses of which 
are many hundred thousand dollars a year. 
The expenditure of such sums of money is 
not to be easily shifted from one channel to 
another. The enormous business of the New 
York Stock Exchange is the result of slow 
growth. The facilities for doing the business 
did not create the business but were called 
into existence by it. Until within compara- 
tively few years New York was not only the 
financial centre of the country but the only 
city through which great financial transactions 
could be carried on. Important énterprises, 
therefore, had to go there. The city has 
thus gained a prestige that cannot be taken 
away. 

Chicago is not the only city that has failed 
to establish a stock exchange having a com- 
manding influence in speculation. There 
never has been one outside of New York 
City that has amounted to much exceptin San 
Francisco. In that eity stock speculation was 
very active so long as the excitement over 
mining properties lasted, but it is now as dead 
as Julius Cesar. Even the Boston Stock 
Exchange is a thoribund affair, its daily 
transactions being smaller than they were 
twenty-five years ago. The ratio of its busi- 
ness to that of the New York Stock Ex- 
change is as one to fifty. A large proportion 
of the capital in some of the most important 


and the ownership is still there, but the buy- 
ing and selling of the securities are almost ex- 
clusively done in New York. The trading in 
Philadelphia is large, and the transactions on 
its Stock Exchange have considerable influ- 
enee in the case of certain stocks, particu- 
larly the coalers and Northern Pacific, but its 
traders do much more in New York than in 
their own city, and its exchange gives no 
promise of important growth. 

It by no means follows that there is noth- 
ing left for the stock exchanges of cities 
other than New York. Stock speculation is 
the least important and the most noisy of all 
financial operations. Let New York have 
ali there is of it.

MANIPULATION - o THE WHEAT | 
MARKET. 

It is unfortunate that at a time when busi- 
ness in general is in such a hopeful condition 
and the farmers, who have had to practice so 
much self-denial fora year or two past, are 
beginning to buy the comforts of life some- 
what freely, the wheat market shows the 
white feather. Nothing else that went up in 
response to the revival of trade has declined, 
and nothing else has seriously weakened. 


‘Yet it would be hard to name anything that 


stands in so strong a statistical position as 
this leading cereal. -There isa special reason 
for the decline in wheat, and it is not difficult 
to find. There is a large and powerful class 
of men whose interests call for lower prices. 


This class is composed of speculators and 


millers, Bear speculators may always be ex- 
pected to resort to every device for the de- 
| pression of the market, and they may be 


counted out of the present consideration of 


the subject. They have, however, certain 
allies who merit a little attention. 

It is safe to watch a monopoly any time, 
and the particular monopoly that needs 
watching just now is the combination of 
millers and elevator-men in the Northwest. 
It is charged that the Minneapolis millers 
and others in cahoot with them are making 
every effort to depress the wheat market. 
They are engaged in that very impor- 
tant industry, the manufacture of public 
opinion. They have newspapers, statistical 
bureaus, and agents of all sorts in their em- 
ploy, and it is putting the case mildly to say 
that they do not always adhere rigidly to the 
truth in their statements. 

The Minneapolis millers have announced 
that they will stop their mills Nov. 1 because 
it is not profitable to manufacture flour at 
the present price of wheat. That is prudent 
if it is done merely as a business matter. It 
is easy to see, however, that such a step 


‘might be taken for the purpose of coercing 


the farmers inte selling their wheat at still 
lower prices. But they go further. It 
is customary for the combination con- 
trolling the elevators of the Northwest 
to receive the grain from the farmer at one 
elevator, give him a ticket for it, and then 
deliver it out to him when he wants it from 
an elevator at some other point, if there hap- 
pens to be none at the elevator in which he 
stored his product, without charge for trans- 
portation. It is claimed that the millers have 
in some instances used up the wheat thus 


stored, and that, as they must deliver the 


property when ‘the tickets are presented, they 
are practically short ot the market. They 
are therefore doing what other short sellers 
do—bearing the price. They also circulate 
the report that the elevators back in the coun- 
try are full, and that they are in consequence 
obliged to send the stuff to Duluth. This 
statement is pronounced by well-informed 
persons to be false. 
growing up in connection with this great in- 
dustry. The lending of wheat receipts, for 
instance, is ee l and the bad practice in- 
creasing. 

The farmers have suffered keenly in the 
last two years from the . destructively low 
price of Wheat. This year the crop is small 
and ought to command a better price. It 
will be a shame if they are defrauded of 
what belongs to them by the manipulations 
of unscrupulous speculators in the markets. 
The usual elevator rates are a heavy burden 
and will not be reduced except as a result of 
competition and perhaps legislation. Any 
artificial influences that may be brought to 
bear on them in addition to these should be 
met with instant exposure and if possible 
retaliatory measures. Whatever truth there 
may be in the charges against the Minneapo- 
lis capitalists—and there is certainly some— 
it is in order to warn the tillers of the soll to 
remember that the crop is a short one, that 
the monopoly is rich and selfish, and that 
they must not be frightened into selling their 
wheat by manufactured or highly-colored 
reports of increasing supplies. 

PROSECUTE THE SCHOOL-ROBBERS. 

The revelations made in Tue TRIBUNE as 
to the methods of the school directors in the 
townships south of this city must be inter- 
esting to the people who own property in the 
region where those persons hold sway. It 
has been clearly shown that there has been 
willful waste of the public taxes by those 
worthies; that. they have not only been ex- 
travagant, but corrupt. Some allowance 
must be made for their almost absolute igno- 
rance of the objects of the American public- 
school system and of the laws according to 
which they ought to be conducted; but that 
there has been guilty intent, despite this plea 
of ignorance, is manifest enough. It is clear 
that no director, no matter how stupid, could 
persuado himself that $1,272 worth of coal 
per year was necessary to heat a room in 
which only seven pupils were accommodated, 
and that the directors in another district did 
not build a $70,000 school-house for the ac- 
commodation of forty pupils, but to divide 
plunder. 

Indeed, there is evidence pointing very 
strongly to guilty intent on the part of some 
of these directors. Their orders on the 
school treasurer have been purposely vague 
as to what the money was called for; favorit 


. contractors and janitors have been dealt with 


most generously, and an astonishing amount 
of repairs was found necessary. The way 
in which jobs were put through some of 
these so-called boards suggests collusion with 
‘outside parties who were interested. The 
** ignorant” directors have improved on the 
methods of the Chicago Common Council 
and the Democratic County Board. They 
have been cunning enough to cover up 
their tracks — as they would express it 
themselves — in most instances; but in several 
cases they have openly, flagrantly, and no 
doubt knowingly violated the law. 

Now what are the taxpayers of these 
school districts going to do about it? Are 
they going to permit this system of whole 
sale robbery to go on? Will they continue 
to encourage it by their inaction? It is 
quite evident that Mr. Grinnell, the State’s 
Attorney, will not take the initiative. He 
is too busy,“ he says. The fact that most of

Tue rumor was started here . that 


the October estimates of the wheat crop of 
the United States had been revised by the 
Washington statistician and materially re- 
duced from the $57,000,000 bushels published 
ten days ago. There was no truth in the 
rumor. Possibly it was based upon some re- 
marks made about the pamplilet issue of the 
report which had just come to hand. An ex- 


amination of the document gives occasion for 


comment. It states that the returns are esti- 
mates by counties of the yield per acre, as 
far as can be ascertained by the results of 
thrashing, and that the yields are given on the 
basis of the aréa harvested, excluding that 
which was plowed up and put into other 
crops. Ona subsequent page it says that 
the area harvested is not precisely deter- 
mined, but will probably not much exceed 
$4,000,000 acres.” The average for the 
whole country appears to have been taken 
as nine and a half bushels per acre, “ point- 
ing to about Pie machi possibly a trifle 
more.“ 

It is at least ¢ a noteworthy coincidence that 
the table on pages 13 and 14 give a list of 


forty-five States and Territories, with the av- 


erage yield per acre for all but five, and that 
the sum of these averages divided by the 
whole number (forty-five) gives nine and 
six-tenths bushels per acre for the av- 
erage yield. It would not be fair to 
insinuate that the average used has 
been obtained in this way, because THE 
TRIBUNE received an official assurance to 
the contrary a few months ago, and it is not 
likely that the present methods of the de- 
partment are less wise than those of last 
May. We call attention to the coincidence 
as a most extraordinary one, and simply re- 
mark that if the official average had been ob- 
tained in that manner it would not be worth 
the paper on which it is printed, let alone 


the cost of telegraphing the statement far 


and wide over the country.

About that 
date the planet win be a glorious. object 
to observers on the earth; or rather a 
few days before and . atterwards, when 
the full moon of the ist will be 
out of the way. The opportunity to gain a 
better knowledge of the wandering giant orb 
will doubtiess be improved to the. utmost by 
the astronomers of the different observatories 
whieh thickly dot the land surface ot the 
northern hemisphere. he will not be favor- 
ably situated for work by those which are far 
south of the equator, 1 to his great north- 
ern declination. 

It is a long while sinée the attention t the 
world was invited to the fact that the phenom- 
enon referred to would be an event of this 
year, and form one of a bunch of perihelion 
passages, that of Jupiter falling in 1880 and 
those of the other superior planets later. The 
one of Saturn was spoken of as the most impor- 
tant, the others being comparatively harmiess 
of themselves, but capable of adding to the 
mischief to be wrought by old Kronos. Dr. 
Knapp of Philadelphia wrote about it very 
soon after our great fire, and was quoted very 
extensively on both sides of the Atlantic. 80 
was an article in Tas TRisuNe which discussed 
the subject from a mathematical stand point 
and showed that the peribelion passages are 
powerless to do the mischief predicted--or any 
other. It needs not now to recapitulate all the 
evils that it was claimed by the doctor, or 
others in his wake, would ensne. Suffice t to 
say that the list was along catalog of plague, 
famine, war, and widespread desolation. It is 
true we have had volcanic eruptions, in the 
Straitg of Sunda and in Alaska, a rather 
bad visitation of cholera in South- 
ern Europe and elsewhere, a great 
deal of talk about war in several parts of the 
globe, with some fighting, a poor wheat crop 
in the United States this year, and perhaps a 
miserable failure of the same in Southern 
Russia, with other ilis that, in the language of 
the auctioneer, are “too numerous to men- 
tion. But the attentive reader of history will 
agree that the last five years have brought to 
the worid less than its average share of wo, as 
judged by the record of any named number of 
centuries; while the peribelion passages should 
have constituted them the most miserable 
half-decade experienced within the last 2,000 
years in order to justify the premonitions of 
the prophets who assumed to know what these 
passages would bring in their train. 

The perihelion theory has thus been doubly 
demolished—something like the individual who 
was said to have been first Eule and then 
buried alive. It was proven to be absurd, be- 


ing utterly inconsistent’ with the known fects | 


of natural philosophy atid the principles of 
matnematics, and then allowed to disprove it- 
self by an utter absence of relation between 
the alleged verb and its subject. For a delu- 
sion that was so widespread it nas been quick- 
ly dispelied, and will probably be heard of no 
more except that it may be occasionly re- 


ferred to in the future as showing how foolish | 


a large number of rational men and women 
could be in the nineteenth century. By the 
time that the next bunch of  periheélon 
passages comes along the world will 
perhaps be wise enough not to apprehend any 
direfu! Consequences from a series of pheuom- 
ena which, so far as we can discover, have no 
more todo with the course of human events 
than would the existence of a man in the moon. 
This much can, however, be said of the delu- 
sion—that it was a harmless one. 80 far as 
known it bas not led anyboay to the flights of 
absurd conduct which some predictions: of 
mundane catastrophe have induced. It has 
not transpired that any one has prepared an 
ascension-robe, much less sold out his proper- 
ty and invested the proceeds in cemetery lots 
in the expectation of a universal demand for 
that form of real estate.

THE BALKAN CALDRON. 
RUSSIAN SCHEMERS TRYING TO CONVINCE KING 


MILAN THAT BE MUST DECLARE 
LOSE Rig TRRONR. a 


Loxpox, Oct. 21.— [Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune.}]—The eam in the 
Balkan Peninsula remains unchanged as far as 
outward appearances go, but there are various 
indications that the Great Powers north of the 

are preparing to take a hand in the 
game. The Pan-Slavists of Russia, who are 
potent in the imperial councils, are beginning 
to fear that Servia will not attack Bulgaria. 
This would spoil the promising game of the 
Pan-Slavists agitators, who are therefore re- 
doubling their efforts. to cause émeites on 
the Servian frontier. Their object in 
this action is to reconvince King Milan that 
his only choice ig between an advance 
aginst Bulgaria and a Servian rebellion which 


would surely destroy his throne and possibly 


nis life, The return of the Russian Emperor 
and his Foreign Minister, M. de Giers, to St. 
Petersburg has caused a sudden revival of 
Russian diplomatic activity. The Russian Am- 
bassadors to France, Germany, and Kugland, 
who bave been either dancing attendgnce upon 
the Czar in Denmark or spending the autumn 
at various watering-piaces, bave all been or- 
dered to their posts. Baron de Staal, the Rus- 
sian Ambassador to England, has been enjoy- 
ing himseif at Baden. A few days ago he re- 
ceived peremptory instructions from M. de 
Gers to proceed immediately to London. He 
started at once and traveled posthasie, arriv- 
ing here last night. 
A CONFERENCE WITH THE PREMIER. 

Today had a long conference with Lord 
Salisbury. The subject and result of the inter- 
view have not been ascertained. It is stated 
that Russia is convinced that Austria is play- 
ing a double game and that the former is there- 
fore seeking to establish an understandmg 
with England. This may be true, but the effort 
will probably fail. The English Premier is ap- 
parently in earnest about forming an alliance 
with Turkey, and this project would be shat- 
tered by an entente with Russia. During the 
last few days Lord Salisbury has had frequent 
and prolonged interviews with Musurus Pasha. 
the Turkish Ambassador at London. Taken in 
connection with the Russian intrigues and with 
the reported success of Sir Henry Drummond 
Wolff's mission to Constantinople, these inter- 
views are attracting much attention. 

PEACE PROSPECTS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 21.—/Via “Mackay- 

Bennett Cable to The Tribune. — At last the 


Sultan’s favorit policy of peace if possible 


seems likely to bring some advantage to Tur- 
key. The delayed action on her part bas been 
fast wearing away Bulgarian patriotism, owing 
to the great strain it caused upon 
the resources of the people. Both 
Princes will now gladly accept 
any solution which the Powers may advise, 
and therefore a peaceful issue to the present 
crisis ig considered here as certain. Neverthe- 
less, the concentration of Turkish troops con- 
tinues. A large Austrian steamer left 
Sinope as late as this morning laden 
with troops. As . explained, however, 
in my former telegrams, neither Prince 
Alexander nor the Sultan ever meant 
fighting, the Turkish war preparations being 
intended to overawe the Balkan States into ac- 
cepting any solution the Powers migbt accept. 
The bluster on both sides was only made to 
save their prestige with their people. i have 
good authority for stating that the basis of 
agreement already arranged between Prince 
Alexander and the Sultan only requires Aus- 
tria’s sanction. 
THE ARRANGEMENT. 

The Powers.trim the salient points dowr toa 
definit settlement by permitting an arrange- 
ment of personal union between Bulgaria and 
Eastern Rowmelia, the separate administration 
paying tribute in both States. This will 
prevent trouble in Greece and Servia, 
as technically restoring the status 
quo ante. The Berlin treaty contains 
no prohibition against placing the Government 
of Eastern Roumelia, as nominally a separate 
State, in the same hands that hold the reins of 
power in Bulgaria, as nominally another sep- 
arate State. Thus Turkey will lose nothing 
from her former position and will gain a 
settlement of the tribute difficuity, while 
the Bulgarians will probably obtain a customs 
union and other modifications of certain or- 
ganic statutes. 

Sir Henry Drummond Wolff's little game” 
bas heen successful, although the Commission- 
ers for the Anglo-Turkish-Egyptian convention 
have not yet been appointed. This is due to 
the efforts made to fix the Sultan’s 
choice on some particular individuals. 
The enemies of Said Pasha (the 
ex-President of the Council of State) have 
been trying to obtain for him such a place on 
the commission, fearing his continued pres- 
ence here. The choice, however, seems to lie 
between Hassan Fehmi Pasha (ex-Minister of 
Justice) and Monkhtar Dervish. Sir Henry 
will be received at the palace either this even- 
ing or tomorrow evening, leaving for Egypt 
immediately after. 

MILITARY MOVEMENTS. 

Prtarrorotis, Oct. 21.—The garrison here, 
numbering 2,000 men and 1,000 Macedonian 
volunteers, havejstarted for the Servian front- 
ier. They will go by rail to Tos- 
aremy, and travel the rest of the way 
on foot. Several divisions of the army 
assembled on the Roumenian frontier have 
been ordered to fall back to resist the Servians 
who last Monday advanced to Agor. The Bul- 
garian Government depends upon the Powers 


to prevent Turkey from commencing hostities, 


and urges an alliance between Bulgaria and 

Turkey as the best guarantee for the preserva- 

tion of the Ottomas Empire.

Though little is said in public there is 
evidentiy a very determined feeling among the 
people not to allow themselves to be driven 
trom their homes without ‘resistance, 
and should the tlandiords be —_ unwise 
enough to attempt to collect. rents 
which the people are not able to pay, 
this winter will not pass without serious blood- 
shed. One thing is certain—the Irish peasant 
will fight desperately to preserve his cabin and 
little field. In the present state of the popular 
mind one shot fired in resistance might cali 
the whole country to arms. The failure of the 
English army in the Soudan has created in the 
minds of the Irish people afeelinmg of con- 
tempt for the military power of Engiand. 
In some districts the idea of resistance 
has taken such deep root that the people openly 
indieate their choice ‘of military leaders. Un- 
der these conditions it reguires careful states- 
manship on the part of the Government and 
of the popular leaders to avoid a conflict which 
might have serious results. Both the Govern- 
ment and the Parnellites seem to recognize the 
necessity of prudence. 

THE MENACING LANDLORD. 

The danger at present really comes from the 
menacing attitude of the landlord, Part of 
the Conservative Government is known to be 
using its influence to bring the landlord party 
to a. reasonable view of the situation, but 
up to the present without much success, 
if popular rumor can be relied upon. The 
question between the landlords and tenants can 
be summed up thus: The heavy fali in the 
prices of all classes of agricultural produce 
has left the tenants without sufficient money 
to pay in full even the reduced judicial 
rents. If they pay in full they must 
starve, as they did in "46 and 
‘47. The National leaders will not counsel 
them to pay: nor will they counsel them not 
to pay, as the feeling of responsibility is too 
heavy in either case. The landlords say they 
Must be paid the full judicial rents at ail 
hazards. 

A QUESTION OF LIFE OR DBEATA. 

It is, therefore, a question of life or death. 
The tenants, if driven to bay, must choose be- 
tween death from starvation and armed re- 
sistance to the rent collector. The tenants 
cannot surrender therefore, and, unless the 


landlords accept their terms, there must be a 


conflict. How far public opinion in England 
will permit the armed forces of the Empire to 


-be used in support of the landlords remains to 


be seen, but it is to be hoped that it is suffi- 
ciently potent to compel the landiords to 
adopt a policy of conciliation and justice. 
Otherwise this winter may be marked by 
something like civil war. 
ANTI-BOYCOTTERS IN HIGH GLEE. 

London. Oct. 21.— [Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. — The members of the 
Loyalist Union in Ireland are jubilant over the 
success of their organization. They are daily 
gaining new adherents, and many of the new 
members are powerful and infuential 
men. They claim to have stopped 
boycotting altogether in many districts, 
and that they. will eventually make it 
ineffective throughout Ireland. The boycott 
of the Cork Steam-Packet Company coatinues, 
but many cattle-dealers have seceded from the 
movement in.consequence of the additional ex- 
pense of shipping their cattle to Engiaod by 
the Waterford route. The packet company is 
losing about $500 a day by the decreased 
freights.

The Chicago Committee of Fast- Bound 
Freight Traffic held its regular semimonthly 
meeting yesterday to discuss e¢abt-bound 
freight matters. The general opinion of those 
present was that the freight fates are dein 
well maintained at present, but fears were ex- 
pressed that unleas a permanent pooling agree- 
ment is soon adopted there is some danger of 
another break in rates. Tne reports that rates 
were being cut out of Peoria were referred to, 
but it was the opinion that they were started 
by shippers anxious to secure cut rates from 
the Chicago lines, and that there is no good 
foundation for those reports. It was decided 
to hereafter hold the meetings of the 
committee weekly instead of semi-monthly, as 
under existing circumstances frequent meéet- 
ings will aid in the faithful carrymg-out of the 
temporary agreement. There was an animated 
discussion regarding lumber rates from Sagi- 
naw Valley and other Michigan pointe to the 
East. It was claimed that the special rate now 
made out of the Saginaw Valley was demoral- 
izing the lumber rates from Chicago east. The 
representatives of the Michigan roads stated 
that, while they greatly deplored the demoral- 
izing effect of the special rates from Saginaw 
Valley points, yet they were unable to make 
au advance at present. They had to compete 
with the water routes and with Tonawanda 
and Buffalo, and it was simply a question for 
them whether it was best to entirely abandon 
the business or to make some concessions in 
railrates.

Bum guts in packages to be taken under 
the ‘ciassifieation of sausage casings, 
sixth class, L. . I., and ninth 
class, C. L.; stereotype plates, boxed 
O. NR., released, to be biued at first-class, the 
same as electrotype plates. A recommenda 
tion was decided to be sent to the Classifica- 
tion Committee that the rate on sirup and mo- 
lasses in barrels, car-loads, should be made the 
same as glucose in car-loads, ninth class. Tem- 
porary classifications were provided for the 
following articles: Horseshoe-pads, in boxes, 
third class for shipments of less than 3,000 
pounds, fourth class for shipments over 3.000 
pounds and L. C. L., and fifth class for carload 
shipments; rubber floor-scrubbers and window- 
cleaners, boxed, third class, L. C. L., and sixth 
clase car-loads: weather-strips, in bundles, first 
class; cCattle-switchers, C. L., same as hair. 
tenth clase; dried moss and grasses, in boxes, 
same as moss in sacks, first class; animal 

same as ox-yokes, second class. 

Assistant Commissioner Guilford of the Joint 
Executive Committee gives notice that at a 
meeting of the Trunk Line Executive Commit- 
tee heldin New York Oct. 16 folowing res- 
olution regarding export traffic was adopted: 

Resolved, That the practice of allowing ten days 
after an advance in rates for the carrying out of 
contracts on export freight shall be discontinued, 
and that hereafter the same rule shall apply on ex- 
port as On domestic shipments. aS 

This action is of more than ordinary inter- 
est, as it abolishes a rule whieh heretofore has 
caused much trouble. The rule that contracts 
on export business were allowed ten days in 
which to be carried out after the advance in 
rates had been ordered to go intoeffect was the 
cause which deferred the last advance in rates 
from Oct. 1 to Oct. 15, and in many instances 
heretofore prevented a restoration altogether.

THE REVENUE COMMISSION. 
A NUMBER OF CHANGES MADE IN THE CODE. 

When the Revenue Commission met again 
yesterday morning Mr. A. J. Galloway, an ex- 
County Commissioner and member of the Leg- 
islature, was on hand, at the invitation of the 
commission, to answer any questions that 
might be forthcoming relative to the plan of 
maps or plats recommended for adoption by 
County Boards made the day before. In re- 
sponse to queries propounded successively by 
Messrs. Waller, Gale, Trumbull, and others, 
Mr. Galloway said the only expense that would 
be incurred in the production of the proposed 
maps would consist of the amount paid for 
one draftsman’s services and the cost of sta- 
uonery, and that the sum thus expended 
would be infinitesimally small in comparison 
with the relative amount of taxation in each 
county. The Cook County Board had already 
in vogue a system of atiases, and kept a man 
at work on them regularly, and the board 
would giadly submit them for the inspection 
of the committee. 

‘The commission then, with Mr. Green the 
only absentee, again resolved itself into a Com- 
mittee of the Whole, with Mr. Gale in the chair, 
for a further consideration of the revenue 
coge. Mr. Hay offered a substitute for Secs. 
62 and 63, but accepted an amendment provid- 
ing that it should be simply incorporated in the 
er genes striking any passage out to ad- 
mit 

The addition was passed without a dissent- 
ing vote. It provides that whenever the own- 
er of any land capable of description otherwise 
than by metes and bounds shall cause 
a several or divided ownership thereof by rea- 
son of sale or conveyance of any part 
of it, a description of the parcel sold or con- 
veyed must be furnished the Assessor. It is also 
made the duty of the owner to cause such land 
to be surveyed and platted into lots, which 
shall be duly numbered and recorded, a de- 
scription of real estate in accordance with the 
numbers and descriptions set forth in such 
plat to be deemed a valid description of the 
lot. In case of failure to conform with this 
order any one interested in the said lana or 
the County Board, as the case may be, shall 
have cause for action against the owner for 
all expenses incurred by them in surveying 
and piatting the land the owner neglected to 
do. And until record shall be made of the 
survey the land in question shall be assessed 
as an entirety, and any interested party shall 


have caused for action against the owner for 


the full amount of taxes paid. 

An animated debate was then provoked by 
Mr. Thomas, who made a motion to substitute 
tor the words “ any County Board may, at its 
disoretion, the words, County Boards shall,“ 
to., in the resolution passed the previous day 
relative to Assessors’ maps for locating real 
estate, and thereby making the adoption of the 
scheme obligatory. Insupportof his motion 
Mr. Thomes said that the pian was entirely 
necessary, and that unless it were made com- 
pulsory with counties to follow it they would 
be very unlikely todoso.

Oglesby to 
empower the State Board of Charities to make 
such an investigation, with the view of secur 
ing legislation that will prevent the occurrence 
of such irregularities as those charged in the 
future. A meeting of the committee will take 
place at an early day, at which Dr. Kiernaa

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
DELAY IN COMPLETING THE COOPER BUILDING 
—THE SCHOOL CHILDREN'S TEETH. 

The Board of Education met last evening. 

The Committee on Buildings and Grounds re- 
ported that che delay in the completion of the 
Cooper school building was due to the failure 
of Snell & Henry, the contractors for the paint- 
mg and giazing, to do their work. They 
recommended, unless the contractors went on, 
that the contract be forfeited and the job given 
to the next lowes: bidder. The matter was 
sent to the Judiciary Committee, and the Com- 
mittee on Buildings and Grounds was instruct- 
ed not to recognize hereafter bids made by 
Snell & Henry if the contract was forfeited. 

The Committee on Sanitary Affairs reported 
in favor of granting the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety the privilege of examining the condition 
of the teeth of the school children in the inter- 
est of science. The examination, however, to 
be conducted under these conditions: It must 
be voluntary on the part of the pupil; occur at 
the school buildings during school hours,. 
without interrupting the exercises; the pupils 
to be called out of the school-room, 
and not detained more than three minutes; the 
examiners to be appointed by the society; and 
there shall be a sufficient number to complete 
the work in six weeks; no advice to be given 
or circulars distributed; the President and 
Superintendent to stop the examination at any 
Inspector Collier al- 


suddenly dropped. Now came the dentists. 
Next the chiropodists would want to examine 
the feet of the pupils to see their corns and 
bunions in the various stages of development. 
After they got through the aurists would come 
along. 

Inspector Doolittle favored concurrence, be- 
lieving that the examination would be of bene- 
fit to mankind. Action was deferred. 

The Committee on Physical Culture reported 
in favor of the introduction of calisthenics into 
the schools and the employment ota special 
teacher at $1,000 a year. They recommended 
that the simple movements be required in all 
the grades; that in the grammar grades of two 
schools in the West Division and one in the 
North and South Divisions light dumb-belis be 
used; that the school-hours be increased in the 
four grammar schéols twenty minutes on ex- 
ercise days. 

After some discussion the report was laid 
over. 

The Superintendent reported that the total 
enroliment at the evening schools was 3,869, 
and the average attendance 2,629. 

The board then adjourned.

AN UNKNOWN FIRM WHOSE MAIL IS SENT TO 


THE DEAD-LETTER OFFICE. 

The arrival at the Chicago Post-Office of 
numerous ictters from various partsof the 
State addressed to Gauband & Son, No. 434 
Washington boulevard, leads to the natural 
conclusion that some new game has revived 
and is profiting by an old trick. The ad- 
dress is fictitious and as a consequence the 
letters will be sent to the Dead-Letter Office. 
As the contents of these letters are not known, 
it is not possible to ascertain at present just 
what scheme the person concerned is working. 
In other words, his pretended occupation is not 
known. There is a class of people with whom 
the Post-Office Iuspectors have to deal who 
travel through the country taking orders 
requiring part payment for whatever is to 
be delivered, the goods to be sent after 
the return of the person taking the order. The 
orders may be for a book, an article of cloth- 
ing, a shotgun, or, in fact, anything the custo- 
mer may want. The agent directs that in 
cage the order is not promply attended to that 
the customer write to some city address and 
let him know, the agent never intending to call 
for such letters. This step is taken merely to 
create delay, as the sucker invariably writes as 
directed before making complaint. A large 
number of letters have accumulated at the 
Post-Office for Gauband & Son, but no such 
firm is known either at No. 434 Washington 
boulevard or anywhere else in Chicago.

LY TREATED NOT VERIFIED BY THE FIG- 
UR§S. 

CHIcaeo, Oct. 19.—|To the Editor of The 
Tributie.|—In your columns this morning was 
a special dated New Orleans, and containing a 
synopsis of a speech delivered by Senator J. 
Z. George of Mississippi at Bay St. Louis last 
Saturday night. In it is the following passage: 

Do you comprehend the issues upon which the 
Republicans have madetheir fight in Ohio, and 
have carried that State? Do you imagine they 
have forgotten the prejudices engendered by the 
War and are willing to recognize us as brothers and 
equais? If so you have forgotten that their candi- 
Gate for Governor and Mr. John Sherman, one of 
their most eminent statesmen, made the canvass 
on an issue which contemplates the denying to you 
of your equal rights te representation in Congress. 
My friends, if any man thinks that we are treated 
and considered by the Republican party of the 
North as equals in a common government and 
union he is sadly mistaken. 

These are serious allegations, and if the facts 
Show that the Southern States are deprived by 
the Republican party of a fair representation 
in Congress and in the Electoral College, hon- 
est and fair men will all demand a remedy. Let 
us look at the official Rgures. It is well known 
that Representatives iu Congress are appor- 
tionei according to actual population as ascer- 
tained by the United States census. These 
decennial enumerations include all inhabi- 
tants of every age, citizens and aliens. In the 
election of 1884 for Representatives in Con- 
gress the total number of votes cast in Louis- 
kana for all the candidates were as follows: :

Mormon hatred to Gentiles in Utah is 
often shown in severity to dumb animals. Billy 
Patterson, at Leeds, bad a fine bull corraliea 
by Mormons, cruelly slashed with knives and 
burnt with hot irons and then turned loose. 
Soon after this his four horses and 
mules were driven off some five 
or six miles to a barren desert, and hobbled, 
and when found were nearly famished for 
water and food. One mule was not found until 
it bad been gene eleven days, and then in an 
opposit direction from the others and six miles 
from Patterson’s house. The animal had been 
bobbled and tied in such a manner as to be 
without food or water, and to produce fester- 
ing sores, and was lying down dying when 
found. Such fiendish acts are so common in 
districts almost exclusively Mormon that it re- 
quirés great nerve for a Gentile to live in such 
neighborhoods, and they are never at peace. 

ARTES‘'AN WELLS AND SULPHUR CLAIMS. 

Artesian welis are becoming quite common 
throughout Utah. Instead of drilling through 
Strata of earth, rock, and gravel as in the 
States, a steel-pointed iron-pipe is driven until 
it taps a stratum of good water. In Seit Lake 
the city spent over $25,000 in trying to 
get a well on the bench back of the 
city and at the base of the Wasatch Range. 
As early as 1869 Mr. F. Dickert made locations 
of claims on a su!phur deposit at Cove Creek, 
Utah, about 200 miles south of Salt Lake City. 
Since then he became possessor ot about 460 
acres of sulphur in one body. This sulphur 
rock is on the surface, and on it numerous 
shafts have been sunk to a depth of twenty 
feet through rich sulphur rock. After becom- 
ing owner of this property Mr. Dickert traveled 
extensively and visited Sicily, but it was only 
last July that be really got to producing 
merchantable sulphur. 

Under cheap freicht rates Utah wheat, rye, 
and barley are seeking a market in the States. 
There was such a bountiful crop that one Kan- 
sas City firm bought twenty-seven car-loads in 
Cache County in one day. Barley goes to 
Chicago, Milwaukee, and St. Paul, where it is 
considered very superior for malting. There's! 
millions in it. 

In the early days of Montana a party of 
Soutberners went into Confederate Gulch, 
near Helena, and made a big cleanup in placer 
mining. It is known that this party took out 
and carried away at one time afuil ton of gold. 
Subsequent mining there did not prove so prof- 
table and for years the gulcn has lain idle. 
On top of the range at the head of the guich 
is an extensive bed of gravel, similar in ap- 
pearance to the old river bed in California that 
bas produced so much gold in the last twenty 
years, and it is supposed that Confederate 
forts have been made to sink to bed- 
rock for the purpose of prospecting 
the ground, put this has. never been 
accomplished on account of water, but enough 
has been done to determine the extent and 
comparative richness of this old river bed. It 
is from twelve to fifteen miles long, deep and 
not easily accessible to water. A company has 
been organized for the purpose of opening up 
a channel for the pent-up waters in the deep 
by means of a tunnel 3,000 feet long, run 
through solid slate the entire distance, and 
when this is done it is believed the piacers will 
prove to be among the richest and most exten- 
sive in the world, and that the product will 
amount to many millions in gold. 

THE MINES OF IDAHO. 

The Viola Mine in Lemhi County, Idaho, is 
seventy miles from Camas, the nearest railway 
station on the Utah & Northern. The mine is 
claimed to be as great in extent of deposits of 
carbonate ore as any of the great mines of 
Leadville, but being s far from transporta- 
tion, and ina desert, development has been 
slow. A smelter will soon be completed, a 
tramway two miles long is nearly ready to 
bring down ore, and other improvements have 
lately been made. 

In Lano district, Idaho, a mine known as the 
Horn Silver was discovered iess than one year 
ago in a smgular manner. A man named 
Martin started to walk out of the country, not 
knowing ör carmg where be should go. He 
got tired and sat down on a ledge of rocks to 
rest. A block of biack substance attracted his 
attention, and, picking it up, he began cutting 
it with his knife, and found it metallic. He 
marked the spot after selecting some speci- 
mens of the rock, and carrying them to an ex- 
pert was surprised on being told that it was 
horn silver, which carries about two-thirds its 
weight in silver. He located the claim, took 
out $30,000 worth of ore, and sold his mine for 
$55,000 more. 


THE GREEN RIVER COUNTRY. 

LANDER, Wyo., Oct. 16.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—The old Lander Cut-Off,” a road 
made by then Lieut. Lander in 1853, pierces | 
the region known as the Head of the Green 
River country.” This region lies on the west 
side of the Wind River Mountain chain, on 
the northern and western borders of what ap- 
pears on the map as the Colorado Desert, coni- 
prising within its limits more than 230,000 
acres of arable labd. It has hitherto been 


exaggerated reports that have obtained in re- 
gard to the depths of the winter snow. Inves- 
tigation as time went on has, however, 
revealed the falsity of these rumors, 
and settlers are now eagerly occupying 
the rich and ample lands of these bitherto neg- 
lected valleys. Through the centre of the 
region flows the broad and deep Green River, 


rapid currents of its tributary streams. The 
valley of the Green River itself is broad and 
open, and the tributary waters come through 
regions of the same character. Born from 
living springs and the everlasting snows, the 
source of these waters is imperishable. As they 
rush downwards they gather their pure floods 
into deep lakes, from which they issue ina 
thousand rivulets, to come together at some 
distant meeting point, thus forming a living 
network of waters, anatural irrigation system 
that belittles any human efforts. Vast areas | 
of fertile lands are under Nature’s own water 
rights, and very little exertion on the part of 
settlers will extend the system to the utter- 
most limits of the district. Around the sourcés 
of the streams close in dark richness miles on 
miles of forests. Everywhere the rapid 
streams afford unrivaled water-power facilities, 
and the timber supply islimitiess. The waters 
of the creeks, rivers, and lakes swarm with 
trout and whitefish. Bear and elk make their 
homes amid the mountain spurs and in the 
foot-hills; both black and white-tail deer 
abound, while immense herds of antelope fre- 
quent the lower slopes. The pinnated grouse, 
the prairie chicken, and the sage hen breed in 
the bottoms, while the lakes are covered with 
flocks of wiid fowl.

He denounces the Kepub- 
loan party as a party of * centralization and 
loose construction,“ and while his speech is 
full of talk about the grand old Commonwealth, 
and mother of Presidents, and statesmen, and 
warriors, etc., it never alludes to the glory of 
the Nation, pride in it, or love for it. Here is 
a verbatim extract: 

“TI graduated at West Point, and served 
upon the distant prairies in the war with the 
Indians to the best ot my ability. When I 
beard the voice of my dear old. mother Com- 
monwealth calling upon der sons to war 
in her defense—I. heard her lift up her 
sad, sweet voice in lamentations, crying: My 
sacred soil is about to be desecrated; I want 
all my sons to come from every section and 
every portion of the country’—I turned my 
back upon my old comrades, upon my Alma 
Mater, and I answered my old mother and said: 
O. Virginia! O dear one of my heart! here is 
one of your most unworthy sons, who, though 
serving in a distaut country, under distant 
skies, hears your voice calling for your chil- 
dren. He sees once more your blue mountains, 
your sunny skies, hears once more your run- 
ning rivers, sees once more faces of the citizens 
of your noble old Commonwealth, and be comes 
to do humble duty in the pending contest, 
and, if necessary, to fall at your feet in your 
defense.“ 

This part of the speech, which is wildly and 
noisily received, John Wise says was written 
by a newspaper reporter in Richmond for Lee, 
and that the grammar was all right until Lee 
got at it. 

Wise gets a great deal of fun out of a little 
biography of Lee, printed the New York 
Cheap Publishing Company, throw about 
by Barbour. Wise reads the title-page after 
the style of the man in front of the sideshow, 
without break of voice: “Life of Gen. Fitz- 
hugh Lee the next Governor of Virginia price 
10 cents.” 

In the book isa story that Lee, since the 
War, once overheard a Northern man telling 
that during the War he once got two whisky 
toddies ready just as the Confederates came 
down upon them, and he often wondered. who 
got the drinks. Lee stepped up and said: 1 
captured those toadies.“ Wise reads this as 
illustrative of the only capture Fitz was ever 
known to make during the War; he found that 
sort of thing so suited to his civil and military 
capacity that be has been engaged in capturing 
toddies ever since. F. D. M. 


ANTI-CHINESE TROUBLES. 


THE GOVERNOR OF WASHINGTON TERRI- 
TORY WRITES A LETTER TO THE SECRE- 
TARY OF THE INTERIOR.—SITUATION AT 
SEATTLE, 

WASHINGTON, 8. C., Oct. 21.— Gov. Watson 
Squire of Washington Territory bas sent a spe- 
cial report to the Secretary of the Interior upon 
the anti-Chinese agitation in the Territory. The 
Governor says there has been much agitation 
on the subject of forcing Chinese residents to 
leave the country, particularly in the counties 
bordering on Puget Sound. Several public 
meetings have been held, at which were pres- 
ent delegates of the Knights of Labor, and vio- 
lent and incendiary speeches were made. The 
principal point for these demonstrations bas 
been at Seattle, and there has been 
a great deal of agitation at Tacoma. 
Thus far there has been no outbreak. 
Strong efforts bave been made to intimidate 


Chinese employés at the Franklin and New- 


castle coal mines and many of the Chinese are 
leaving. These places are now quiet, but the 
coal companies are anxious in regard to the 
safety of their property. The Chinese Consul 
at San Francisco was informed that the per- 
sons accused of murdering Chinese had been 
arrested. The Governor says that it has been 
his desire to maintain order ‘without the em- 
ployment of troops, and a strong organization 
of the betior class of citizens at Seattle has 
arrayed itseif under the lawfor the preserva- 
tion of peace. The situation bas been improv- 
ing from day to day, and it is concluded that no 
necessity exists for calling upon the military. 
If serious trouble arises the Secretary will be 
notified by telegraph, and if troops should be 
required there is an ampie;force at Vancouver 
Barracks, within a few hours ot the disturbed 
locality. 

Seattie, W. T., Oct., 21.--[Special.]—The 
committee from Tacoma to consult with the 
Seattle Anti-Chinese Committee was received 
in this city with honor by those who sympa- 
thize with them. ‘The ringleaders of the anti- 
Chinese movement find considerabie trouble in 
keeping up their enthusiasm since the 300 dep- 
uty marshals were sworn in. Newspaper dis- 
cussion is about the extent of the agitation for 
the last week. From the first, Tacoma has 
been more fierce in ber war upon the Mongo- 
lian than Seattle. Last winter such a bitter 
fight was inaugurated that the Chinese 
were compelied to sel all property 
oodupied by them within the city limits. 
The Chinese have been given until 
Nov. 1. They declare now that. they will not 
go. It is alleged that a certain law firm has 
been paid to work up sentiment in favor of 
the heathen. Right persons have been indicted 
for murder in the first degree for complicity in 
the Chinese massacre. The trial has been post- 
poned for several days on account of the sick- 
ness of the principal witness. 

Troublesome times may be expected for the 
coming winter. Trade is depressed, demand 
for labor d and the unemployed - 
creasing.

DEARBORN PARK. 
Illinois, though one of the most important of 


States in wealth, population, and industrial en- 


terprise, asks but comparatively little of Con- 
gress in the way of legislation. Durmg the en- 
tire Forty-eighth Congress the Illmois meas- 
ures of a strictly iocal nature upon which 
either Senate or House was called to act can 
be almost counted on the fingers of 
the hands. This, too, when the § cal- 
endars registered bills, not by the 


tens, but by the thousands. There will be 
presented to the next Congress a few matters 


local to the State, of which the following is an 


exhibit: 

First, as to the proposition to permit the 
Board of Directors of the Chicago Public 
Library to erect and mafntain in Dearborn 
Park such buildings as may be required for 
library purposes. The United States forty-five 
years ago sold in lots at a fair valuation a tract 
called the Fort Dearborn Reservation,“ 
which included the property now desired es- 
sentially for public purposes, and the money 
received for the same, more than $280,000, was 
covered into the Treasury. Dearborn Park 

“was designated on the plat of sale as “ public 
ground forever to remain vacant of baiid- 
mes. The City of Chicago since that 
date has grown from ea town of 4,200 
inbabitants to a metropolis ot more 
than 600,000 inbabitants, and ali the original 
conditions which madd it desirable that the 
property should remain vacant of buildings 
have changed and have become a positive 
detriment to the public and to the adjacent 
land-owners whom they were intended to 
benefit. 

With the permission of Congress it is pro- 
posed to allow Dearborn Park to be used for a 
beneficent and public purpose in the erection 
upon it o building for the Chicago Public 
Library. nceerning Dearborn Park there are 
no rival contestants, no scrip claims, no ripar- 
jan rights, and no railroad franchises to be 
considered. The measure proposed, more- 
over, does not adjudieate upon or change the 
title, but simply permits the City of Chicago 
to use the land tor a public purpose in the 
erection upon it of a building for the C 
Pubiie Library. | | 

THE MICHIGAN & MISSISSIPPI CANAL. © 

In connection with the IIlinois & Michigan 
Canal there are two distinct propositions await- 
ing action by Congress. The first is that look- 
ing to the construction of the Michigan & Mis- 
sissippi Canal, for which purpose it was in- 
tended at the last session to allow $300,000 for 
.the commencement of the work of construc- 
tion. The Government has annually expended 
millions of dollars in the improvement of small 
creeks and rivers and insignificant harbors, 
and has granted millions of acres of the public 
domain and guaranteed large sums of money 
in aid of railroads, and can, therefore, with 
far greater propriety, construct a canal unil- 
ihe two great netural navigable channels, when 
such a canal will promote the public welfare 
and benefit the commerce of the country to an 
extent much more than sufficient to justify 
the expenditure involved in the enterprise— 
$6, 763, 000. 

ACCEPTING THE STATE DITCH. 

The second measure is to provide for the ac- 
ceptance by the United States of the grant of 
the Illinois & Michigan Canal and all its appur- 
tenances from the State of Lilinois. The esti- 
mated expenditure necessary for the enlarge- 
ment of this canal to make it equal to its navi- 
gable connection is $2,000,000. By means of the 
improvements here contemplated, together 
with others already completed, nearly all the 
great lakes and rivers east of the Rocky Mount- 
ains will be brought into connection with each 
other, with the Guif of Mexico, and the Atlantic 
Ocean. No country in the world will have such 
facilities for internal navigation, And it is re- 
markable that nearly ail these lakes and rivers 
are natural channels for commerce, requiring 
very little engineering skill or expenditures to 
make water communication complete between 
them. . 

PROPOSED NEW JUDICIAL DISTRICTS. 

An effort is to be made to divide the State 
into three judicial districts—the counties of 
Mercer, Henry, Bureau, La Saile, Grundy, and 
Kankakee, and ali the counties north of them 
to compose the Northern District, with courts 
to be held at Chicago. All the counties south 
of the above named counties and north of 
Madison, Bond, Clinton, Marion, Clay, Jasper, 
and Crawford, shall compose tae Central Dis- 
trict, the courts for Which shall be held at 
Springfield. And the said counties of Madison, 
Bond, Clinton, Marion, Clay, Jasper, and Craw- 
ford, and all counties south of them shall com- 
pose tne Southern District, with the courts to 
be helo at Cairo. This is one propssition, but 
there is still another which contemplates but 
two districts and a division of the Northern one. 
This would not involve the appointmentof an- 
other set of court officials. It is projected 
to detach from the Southern District and 
attach to the Northern District the following 
counties: McDonough, Fulton, Tazewell, Ma- 
son, and Hancock. Then the Northern District 
is to be divided into two divisions, to be known 
as the Northern and Southern Divisions. The 
Counties of Peoria, Stark, Henry, Kock Island. 
Mercer, Henderson, Warreu, Knox, McDon- 
ough, Fulton, Putnam, Marshall, Woodford, 
Tazewell, Mason, Hancock, Livingston, and Iro- 
quols would constitute the Southern Division, 
the courts for which would be held at Peoria. 
The rest of the district would remain as at 


present. 
COMPENSATION OF COURT OFFICIALS. 


While on this court subject it may be weil to 


add that there is a measure, officially sanc- 
tioned, of a general nature but having a local 
application to the State of IIlinois. 
to the compensation of court officials, wherein 
it is intended to change the metnod of payment 
by allowing them fixed salaries instead of 
‘fees and other emoluments. In the 
case of IIlinois the following is the scheduie 
arranged: District-Attorneys, Northern Dis- 
trict, $5,000; Southern District, $4,000; United 
States Marshal, Northern District, $5,000:

THE NEW ORLEANS BETHEL. 


A PRAISEWORTHY INSTITUTION DESERV- 
ING OF ALL BNCOURAGEMENT. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 21.— Editor of The Tribune. 
—It was stated in Sunday's TRIBUNE, in a ais- . 
patch from New Orleans, that Mrs. Barrios 
had sent a splendid organ to the bethel for sea- 
men. The chaplain, Dr. Witherspoon, who 
happens to be in Chicago, bas given me a short 
account of this mission for seamen, which was 
founded by his efforts ten years ago, and eul- 
minated in an extensive. institution which has 
gained the good will of Presidents Arthur, 
Diaz, and Barrios, and nearly every crowned 
head in Europe, who, in recognition of the 


good the bethel has done their sailors, pave 
sent their portraits to the bethel art gallery, 
and a trophy of flags was placed officially on it 
with appropriate ceremonies and communica- 
tions. The Ambassadors at Washington have 
conveyed the thanks of their Governments to 
the chaplain, and ex-President Arthur was 
ever a friend of the good work, and frequently 
sent letters of encouragement to its manager 
and chaplain. 

Col. Stephen B. Packard, late United States 
Consul at Liverpool, who happens also to 
be in Chicago, and his. accomplished 
wife were also great friends of the 
good work, and when Dr. Witherspoon 
visited Europe two years ago he was 
greatly indebted to Consul and Mrs. Packard 
for his successful visit to Liverpool. Mr. 
Witherspoon has been pleading the cause of 
sailors in various cities ever since June, and 
has been every where received by the press and 
churches with a cordial welcome. He has 
found no opportunity in Chicago to present 
the history of his work among those who “go 
down to the sea in ships,’’ but the following 
account of it will be read with interest by 
readers of TRR TRIBUNE: 

The New Orleans Bethel is an extensive and 
complete institution, and consists of a betnel 
or chapel, reading- room, concert-hall and 
museum, seamen's home, with beds and dining- 
room, and cemetery, and occasional schools 
of the rudiments of education. and gener 
study of flags and the rules of the road 
The Liverpool Post some time ago contained 2 
notice of the New Orleans Bethel, which is vis- 
ited by more English sailors than y other 
class, and remarked that Liverpool people 
will not be slow to acknowledge a debt of 
gratitude to all who show kipdness to our 
eatiors in foreign parts. ‘Jack Ashore’ or 
abroad is always in need of kindly friends. 
There bas been established an institution calied 
the New Orleans Bethel, which offers to sailors 
allthe advantages which the Young Men’s 
Christian Association offers to young men in 
Liverpool. At its bead is tne Rev. Dr. Wither- 
spoon, whose devotion to his work and tact in 
dealing with his ragged pupils are known and 
recognized tar beyond the boundaries of bis 
own city, and indeed have been testified to by 
many a grateful sailor on this side of the 
Atlantic.“ The great detective, Mike Farrel, 
in a letter, says, as the resuit of the work of 
the bethel; “Seamen are more and more sel- 
dom seen in the docss of our police courts, 
and Jack reeling drunk through our streets is 
almost a thing of the past. Dr. Witherspoon 
is asking aid to enlarge his buildings. 


THEY HAVE CALLED A HALT. 


NORTHERN MILLERS SAY THAT FLOUR MUST 
GO UP OR WHEAT GO DOWN BEFORE THEY 
CAN DO ANY MORE BUSINESS. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 21.—[Special.}|— 

The Northwestern Miller will say Friday: 


The decline in wheat has caused flour-buyers to 
halt and wait. There.is little diminution in pro- 
duction, and shipments keep pace with it owing 
to the coming advance in freights. The demand 
for patents is not so large, and other grades are 
selling rather better, but at present there is no 
real demand for any grade. Millers fight 
hard against concessions, but cannot effect 
large sales without more or less shading. 
Quotations at the milis for car or round 
lots are: Patents, $5.00@5.30; straights, $4.70@5.00; 
first bakers’, $4.00@4.35; second bakers’, $4.50@3.75; 
best low grades, $2.25@2.50 in bags; red dog, $1.60 
@1.75 in bags. The four production of the week 
was 177,800 barrels, averaging 29.633 barreis daily, 
against 171,108 barrels the preceding Week and 146,- 
000 barrels for the corresponding time in 1884. This 
is an actual gain over the heaviest work done last 
year of 25,000 barrels for the six days, and to a 
large extent is attributable to the rapidity 
with which new wheat may de ground. 
As more of the new crop is used the 
greater seems the capacity of the mills. New 
wheat is gradually going into large or exclusive 
use, and as millers become acquainted with it they 
are more favorable in their expressions. Millers 
have begun to talk about shutting down, and say 
that that will be the only course lett for them to 
take, especially if freights are advanced at the 
close of navigation, as is usual. They claim that 
they are now not more than clearing themselves 
and that flour must either go up or wheat go down 
before there can be any incentive to keep their 
milis in operation. The highest and lowest wheat 
prices by grade on Change during the week end- 
ing today, closing prices, and the prices one year 
ago were:

NEAL DOW’S LATEST WAIL. 


UTTER FAILURE OF PROHIBITION TO PRO- 
HIBIT IN HIS TOWN OF PORTLAND. 

PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 17.—Gen. Neal Dow is 
out in an open letter this morning denouncing 
the liquor-sellers as being more remorseless 
than assasins, and inflicting upon the city far 
more barm.’’ He advocates a greatly enlarged 
police force to suppress the groggeries. He 
asserts that the Legislature has scouted the 
petitions of the Prohibitionista for necessary 
amendments to the law, and that the Governor 
has violated his solemn pledges. This morning 
Gen. Dow's new organ, the Portland Herald, 
appeared as a weekly organ for temperance 
people. It says the result of the Ohio election 
gives them renewed confidence, and that a real 
National prohibition movement will soon be 
inaugurated. 


{The Prohibition law of Maine has been 
amended ascore of times since it was orig- 
mally passed by a Democratic Legislature 
thirty-three years ago. It contains more in- 
quisitorial features, and savage penalties, and 
irritating interferences with personal rights 
than can be-found in any other prohibitory 


code in the world. But drinking goes on in 


the cities of Maine ali the same. The human 
appetite for stimulants cannot be suppressed 
or extinguished by any statutory repressions 
ever invented or enforced. The whole thing is 
a dead failure in Maine, and Dow is an old 
crank.]

A judgment was according- 
ty entered up against Davis for $25,000, the full 
amount claimed by the society, with interest. The 
defendant took no appeal. 

JUDGE MORAN’S OPINION OF MR. MEGILL. 

Judge Moran yesterday afternoon decided the 
divorce case of Minnie Megill against Sebring 
O. Megill, which has been on before 
him the last week, The complainant, who is a 
neatly-dressed, auburn-haired woman, about 30 
years of age, charged her husband with cruelty and 
adultery and failure to support her. On the trial, 
however, she withdrew the charge of cruelty, = 
not being evidence enough to support it. 
Judge said the testimony tended to show Megul 
had been guilty of adultery, but there was not evi- 
dence enough to prove it. Megill was not a man 
who could make any woman happy, but his small 
malicious spirit showed itself less in actual acts 
of cruelty than in little continuous instances of 
nagging and annoyance which were hardly suffi- 
cient to justify a-divorce. He, however, thought 
Mrs. Megill had shown enough to justify her in 
leaying her husband and asking for a separate 
maintenance if she desired. The bill was dis- 
missed without prajedice to the right to bring an 
action for separate maintenance, but the Judge ad- 
vised the parties to cool off, and see if they could 
not live together before coming into court again. 
Mrs. Megill took an appeal. * 

A BUSINESS CLAIM, 

Catherine Mulholiand filed a bill against John 
and James Cullen to have a note and chattel-mort- 
gage canceled on the ground that the debt Bas been 
paid with lawful interest. She borrowed $80 less 
than two years ago, and mortgaged ber household 
goods to secure the loan. The notes were renewed 
from time to time with usurious interest com- 
pounded, and now as the resuit of her transactions 
James Cullen claims $195 and John Cullen $176 on 
account of the $86 loan. She says she only owes 
$2.99. Judge Tuley enjoined the defendants from 
enforcing their mortgage until further order of 


court. *
